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The reply filed on January 26, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following onnission(s) or 
matter(s): the applicant has not properly elected a single disclosed species. The applicant, for example, elects both the subspecies 
wherein the energy is supplied to each assembly simultaneously, and the subspecies wherein the energy is supplied to each assembly 
at different times. These subspecies would appear to be mutually exclusive and therefore not electable together in a single 
embodiment (see paragraph 2 of the previous Office Action). The applicant further states that the examiner has not defined species 
from which to choose. Due to the large number of possible embodiments, it is not practical to list each and every possible 
combination of subspecies. The examiner merely listed the subspecies as a guide to the applicant so that the apphcant could elect a 
single disclosed species from the plethora of subspecies. The applicants may if they choose, make a list of all possible species 
disclosed and pick one (with each species comprising a number of subspecies as discussed in the previous Office Action. See 37 CFR 
1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from 
the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
